The Wife of a Prominent Virginian 
Assassinated While 8(andiu{r in 
the Doorway. 


W H E E L I N G , W. Va., Sept. 26.—News 
came last night from Ronceverte, Green 
Brier county, of the cold-blooded and 
unprovoked assassination 
of a well- 
known lady, the crime having been com- 
mitted about midnight of Friday. 
The 
murdered woman was Mrs. J ouise Eld- 
ridge, the wife of John Eldridge, a 
prominent citizen and keeper of a res- 
taurant in that town. 
Mrs. Eldridge 
had been assisting her husband during 
the evening. 
About midnight, as he 
was about to close up, she stepped to 
the door, attracted by someth'ng in the 
street. 
No sooner had she done so than 
the crack of a rifle was heard. 
The 
woman fell to the floor with a scream 
and at once expired. An examination 
showed that she nad been shot through 
the heart, the ball passing entirely 
through the body.

that he is wanted there to answer for it. 


Keeping Up Her Reputation. 


CHICAGO, Sept. 26.—Saturday was -'i- 
vorce day par excellance in the courts, 
as there was nearly, if not quite, one 
hundred default cases to be heard by 
five judges. 
Two of them, Judges 
Shephard and Jamieson, began work at 
nme o'clock in the moriiiug. This is the 
largest number of divorce case ever set 
for hearing in one day in this city, and 
shows that the roputatiori of Chicago as 
a divorce headquarters is by no means 
falling oS". TLf cause of this number is 
owing partly to the material growth of 
population, and partly, also, to the fact 
that the judges this year kept their vaca- 
tions religiqusly and declined to hear any 
but urgent matters.

The Ministers Wait on the Mayor and 
He Befnses to Grant Their 
» Bequest. 


The ministers of the city met this 
morning at the lecture room of the Sec- 
ond Presbyterian church and resolved 
to wait on Mayor Muhler in a body and 
reques' him to enforce the laws of the 
city in regard to the liquor traffic and 
more particularly the eleven o'clock and 
Sunday laws. 
This they did at once. 
They were received by his honor in 
the council chamber and invited by him 
into bis private office. A SENTiNEii re- 
porter was present and endeavored to 
gain admission, but was told by his 
honor that the meeting was a priv-tte 
oue. The dignified body was composed 
of the leading ministers of the city and 
Mayor Muhler's position was evidently 
a somewhat embarrassing one. 
He re- 
ceived the clergy, however, in a pleas- 
ant, cordial manner and the object of 
their visit was made known to him 
They called his attention to the frequent 
violation ol the law in the city and re- 
quested him to issue a proclamation di- 
recting the saloon men to refrain from 
selling liquor on Sunday and after 11 
o'clock at night and directing the police 
to make arrests for all such violations of 
the law. This, the ministers say, Mayor 
Muhler refused to do and they retired 
without having accomplished the object 
of their mission.

WHT HE IS A HgATHEf. 


A Chinaman InvitM tbe Chrlstiaas 
Amerlo» to Come to Confadus. 


The North American 
Review 
prints 
an article by Wong Chin Foo, an able 
Chmaman, 
entitled 
"Why am I a 
Heathen?" in whioh he says: 


**Boni and raised a heathen» I learned 
•nd practiced its moral and religions 
code; and actiag thereunder I was use- 
ful to myself and many others. My 
conscience was clear, and my hopes as 
to future life were nndimmed by dis- 
tracting doubt. 
But, when about 17, 
I was transferred to the midst of 
our showy Christian civilization, and :it 
this impressible period of life Ohristian- 
ity presented itself to me at lir.st under 
ito most alluring aspects; kind Christian 
^ e n d s became particularly solicitous 
for my material and religious welfare, 
tad I was only too willing to know the 
truth. 
1 had to take a good deal ior 
granted as to the inspiration of the 
Bible—as is necessary to do—to Chi-is- 
tianize a non-Christian mind; and I 
even advanced so far under the spell of 
my would-be soul-savers that I seriously 
contemplated becoming the bearer of 
hearenly tidings to my "benighted" 
'heathen people. 
But before qualifs ing 
for this high mission, the Christian 
doctrine I would 
teach had to be 
learned, and here on the threshold 1 
• a s bewildered by the multiplicity oi 
Christian sects, each one claiming a 
monopoly of the only and narrow road 
to Heaven. 


"We heathens believe in the happi- 
ness of a common humanity, while the 
Christian's only practical belief appears 
to 
be 
money-making 
(golden-calf 
worshiping), and there is more money 
to be made by being 'in the swim' as a 
Christian than by being a heathen. 
Even a Christian preacher makes more 
money in » year than a heathen banker 
in two. I do not blame them for 
money-making, but for their way oi 
making it. How many eminent Chris- 
tian preachers sincerely believe in all 
the Christian mysteries they preach? 
And yet it is policy to be apparently in 
earnest; in fact, some are in real ear- 
nest rather from the force of habit than 
otherwise—like a Bowery 
auctioneer 
who, to make trade, provides customers, 
too—to keep up the appearance of a 
rushing business. 
The more converts 
made the more profit to the church, 
and the more wealth in the pocket of 
the dominie. 
How would the hundreds 
of thousands of these Christian minis- 
ters in the United States make 
their 
living if they did not bulldoze it out of 
the credulous by making the pews be- 
lieve what the pulpit does not? 


"Call us heathen, if you will, the 
Chinese are still superior in social ad- 
ministration and social order. 
Among 
i 400,000,000 of Chinese there are fewer 
I murders and robberies in a year than 
there are in New York State. 
True, 
China supports a luxurious monarch— 
whose every whim must be gratified; 
yet, withal, its people are the most 
lightly taxed in the world, 
having 
nothing to pay but from tilled soil, rice, 
and salt; and yet she has not a single 
dollar of national debt. 


"Though we may diflfer from the 
Christian in appearance, manners, and 
general ideas of civilization, we do not 
organize into cowardly mobs under the 
guise of social or political reform to 
plunder and murder with 
impunity; 
and we are so far advanced in our 
heathenism as to no longer tolerate 
popular feeling or religious prejudice 
to defeat justice or cause injustice. We 
are simple enougb, too, not to allow the 
neglect or abuse of age, by youth, how- 
ever mild the form. 
'The silent tears 
of age will call down the fire of 
Heaven upon those who make them 
flow.' 


'"There is more wickedness in the 
neighborhood of a single church district 
of 1,000 people in New York 
than 
among 1,000,000 heathen, churchless, 
and 
unsermonized. 
Christian 
talk 
is long and loud about how to be good 
and to act charitably. 
It is all charity 
and no 
faternity—'there, dog, take 
your crust and be thankful!' Ami 
is it, therefore, any wonder there is 
more heartbreaking and suicides in the 
single State of New York in a year 
than in all China? The difference be- 
tween the heathen and the Christian is 
that the heathen does good for the 
Bake of doing good. 
With the Chris- 
tian, what little good he does be does 
it for immediate honor and for future 
reward; he lends to the Lord and wants 
compound interest. 
In fact, the Chris- 
tian is the worthy heir of his, religious 
ancestors. 
The only positive 
point 
Christians have impressed on heathen- 
ism is that they would sacrifice religion, 
honor, principle, as they do life, for— 
gold. 
And then they sanctimoniously 
tell the poor heathen: 
'You must save 
your soul by belie-ving as we do.' 


" 'Do unto others as yon wish they 
would do unto you,' or 'Love your 
neighbor as yourself,' is the great di- 
vine law which Christian and heathen 
alike hold, but which the Christians 
ignore. 
This is what keeps nae the 
heathen I am ! 
And I earnesily invite 
the Christians of America to come to 
Confucius."

lightfully of the part the letter playec 
in his boyhood: 


The art of writing a letter is un- 
known to the generation of to-day. 
Cheap postage killed it and the t e l ^ 
graph buried i l 
People have neither 
the time nor the patience to sit down 
and write a dozen pages of gossip, giv- 
ing delicious glimpbesof life paintec 
with the delicacy of a photc^aph and 
with its fidelity. Yet this was the epis- 
tolary style of our ancestors. 
• " 
I remember the advent of such letters 
in my boyhood. 
A great packet of 
creamy paper, carefully folded by the 
rule we were taught in boyhood, ad 
dressed with many a quaint but pains- 
taking flourish, and made fast with a 
broad seal of red wax bearing the send- 
er's coat-of-arms, was handed in by the 
postman and welcomed with a univer 
sal shout 
What a revelation it was. 
There was the atmosphere of the Blue 
Eidge of Western Virginia in its folds, 
the lapping of the shallow waters of 
the Shenandoah over their rocky bed, 
the rustling of the warty branches and 
waxy leaves of the persimmon tree, the 
lowing of ^ e a t Nereis of cattle on the 
mountain side, the waving of meadowy 
miles of yellow wheat, the song of the 
slave at Ms toil, the prattle of the little 
ones from the cool depths of the veran- 
das that surrounded the great house, 
and the glint of the white hair of my 
mother's grandfather, who had fought 
at Yorktown, and in his quie^ Southern 
home was nearing the century mile- 
stona 
It was an event in my life when 
I was first permitted to send a letter in 
reply to a messas^e in one of these epis- 
tles. A week's labor was put into it, 
and I know that it faithfully mirrored 
every phase of our city life, down to 
my surreptitious guinea-pigs in the

Here is a yellow, faded sheet which 
contains on its three quarto pages in 
the cramped little school hand of the 
day, the story of a voyage from New 
York and Santa Cruz, in the brig 
Eliza, forty-four years ago this month. 
It is only a child's letter, but it tells oi 
the iiying fish and the nautilus, of the 
hooks thrown overboard that

back laden with seaweed in which little 
crabs made their burrows, of sailors 
clambering aloft, and the black cook 
catching a sea that wrecked his tray of 
dishes and his dignified self—and in 
these groupings of the pen it is the per- 
fection of a letter.
